.And the third thing which bothered me was the content seemed 
contrived and fleshed out. 

$ seemed to be control figure of seme sort and there are 
9 '’sentences' 1 before the last two which seem to have seme 
rationale as applied to. the Washington Soviet Embassy.

P. 0. Box - 3,' 4, 5, 6, 7. Scrambling BEADS one gets 
4, 7, 3, 6, 5. 


Scrambling the Bon number BADG - the numbers are 2, 6, 5, 2.
